Reception by the Villagers — Notices of the Schools 
and Bible Class. 


MATA. 


Dec. 5, 1837. Left Tavoy and arrived safely | 


in Mata on the evening of the 7th. Mr. Wade 
being absent, several of the brothers and sisters 
from Mata accompanied me; and though the 
way seeraed long and dreary, from rather poor | 
health, yet all the last day was cheered by the | 
arrival of one party after another, who had come | 
out to meet and welcome me. On my arrival in 
Mata | found the mission house fitted up accord. 
ing tothe best ideas a Karen has of comfort, 
with a little garden enclosed—the school-house 
fitted up, and the new chapel kept very neat, and 
used every evening fur the praise and worship of 
that precious Saviour whom they have so lately 
learned to love and adore. 

9. These dear Christians have improved in in- | 


telligence and neatness of personul appearance 
since we left them last year, and the assemblies 
for public worship are large and attentive ; but | 
more time is necessary in order to form a correct | 
idea with regard to the state of religious feeling. 

10. Held a public examination of the school 
taught during the past rains, at which 64 pupils 
were present, and a few absent. A class of 12| 


Pgwo Karens could read, more or less fluently, | 
the manuscript books in that language, (having 


yet no printed books,) and about 30 others could 


read fluently the new books printed in their lan. 
guage. Nearly all the remainder could read 
more or less of the easy lessons, while the gene. 
ral proficiency in writing and committing parts 
of scripture, is truly gratifying. The school has 
been taught by two intelligent and pious young 
Karens, who were employed in teaching while 
we were here last season, and gives us more plea- 
sure than during any former rains. It has cost 
but about three and a half dollars per month, as 
the Mata people build and repair the school. |

_ The inspired writers often illustrate the sub 
jects of religion by an allusion to the natural oc. 
currences in the climate of Canaan; as, for in. 
stance, the dew, wind, thunder, and rain: as well 
as to their customs and employments. The rain 
seldom falls, in that climate, in summer, any more 
than it does in Egypt. Hence, rain was consid. 
ered one of the greatest blessings by the Jews, 
In the fall and spring, there were very heavy 
rains ; called in the scriptures the former and 
latter rain. On these they chiefly depended. 
And if they were withheld the people suffered a 
famine, as in the days of Elijah. From the last 
of May to the last of September, scarce a drop 
of rain descends in that country. 

Hence the frequent introduction of rain in the 
Scriptures, asa metaphor of the grace and pres. 
ence of God to his people. The promise, there- 
fore, of God's presence and love to the soul, is 
an intimation of its refreshing influence. Noth- 
ing would so change the appearance of the face 
of the earth, and refresh it as a shower of rain.

We 
assured them that we would stay with them, even 
though it should cost us our lives, if they chose 
to remain in Mata, but if not, we would commend 
them to God, and return to Tavoy. We consid- 
ered it not judicious to urge their stay in this 
place, under existing circumstances, and seeing 
they felt desirous to leave, we began to prepare 
to return to Tavoy. But when they saw us re- 
ally preparing to go, they began to feel as we 
did, that we could not part. They therefore as- 
sembled the leading men again, and, after consid. 
ering the matter, concluded to remain in their be- 
loved village, and live or die together, as God 
should appoint. We therefore gladly gave up 
the idea of leaving them, and felt that they were 
never before so dear to us. 

11. Sunday morning. Have just learned that 
another beloved sister has fallen a victim to the 
cholera. She lived a little out of the village, 


hours! She had no medicine, but trusted in her 
Saviour to the last, and gave most pleasing evi- 
dence of being prepared to enter into the joy of 
her Lord. Another Church member who lives 
at a greater distance, when his sister was attack. 
ed with this fearful disease, set out to bring her 
to us; but she died on the way, and we have a 
good hope that she “ sleeps in Jesus.” But her 
poor brother was offended, and declared that he 
would give up serving God entirely, as he did not 
listen to their prayers, or help them at all in their 
distress. So, like Peter, he has in this season of 
darkness and terror denied his Lord, and caused 
us more grief than the illness and death of all 
the beloved ones who have been called away 
this season. May he, like Peter, be enabled to 
repent and return ! 

Evening. We have now about twenty cases 
of what we consider cholera, though several have 
only the first symptoms, and a few are recover- 
My time during the day has been devoted 
to the sick, while Mr. Wade has been engaged 
in conducting meetings, and administering the 
ordinance of baptism to 18 more converts. We 
have now just returned from the zayat, where 
our hearts have been comforted by sitting down 
together to commemorate our Saviour’s dying 
love. ‘Those baptized to-day, have been exam- 
ined and accepted by the Church before the 
cholera made its appearance, and we thought it 
/not best to defer the administration of the ordi- 
;mances on account of the sickness, as this act of 
| obedience to Christ would be calculated to en- 
|courage and strengthen these dear lambs of the 
flock, in view of the prevailing illness and sud- 

den deaths. Our number this evening was small, 
compared with former seasons; but we felt that 
'our blessed Saviour was in the midst of us; and 

we thought, with deeper feelings than ever be- 
| fore, of the little band who sat down together on 
| the sorrowful “last night” of the Saviour’s life of 
_ suffering here below. 
| March 8. From my last date to the present 
time, the cholera has been raging around us, so 
that we have often suffered anxiety and fatigue 
inexpressible, both by night and by day. Br. 
Mason spent last week here in assisting us, and 
his visit was most grateful to us all. But other 
duties called him away ; so that now, when we 
more than ever need help, we are again alone,— 
_ We are, however, cheered and comforted by the 
assurance that this dark path is marked for us 
| by our heavenly Father, and the deep and pain. 
ful sympathy we feel in the sufferings of these 
dear brethren, reminds us, in the most affecting 

manner, of the sufferings of our blessed Saviour 
for his people. Oh that we might, in this season 
of sorrow, learn something of conformity to that 
bright example! 

Tavoy, April 1. When the cholera began to 
abate, the dear Christians, as well as ourselves, 
felt convinced that it was our duty to return to 
Tavoy. We had already stayed a month longer 
than we had at first intended. The first showers 
of the rainy season had begun to descend, and 
our sleeping room was often very wet during the 
night, so that I was suffering from fever. Of the 


twenty remain with us: so that, after resting 
one day, [ opened a school for them, which now

have not fortitude enough to withstand the world, 
and vindicate the injured cause of Christ, against 
the enemies of his cross. ‘He was clad with 
zeal as with a cloak.’ Some shoes are wanting 
among us, as some are longing to enjoy a solid 
peace between God and conscience; ‘ having 
your feet shod with the preparation of the gos- 
pel of peace.” Bring the girdle of truth; for 
we have some weak in the loins, unstable as 
water in krowledge ; such shall not excel. 

You must also bring some good, wholesome 


complete, and roasted with fire—not raw nor 
sodden : ‘ My flesh is meat indeed,’—but, observe, 
you need not bring any bitter herbs with it, for 
these we have already prepared, being ‘ troubled 
on every side, yet not distressed—cast down, but 
not destroyed.’ And be sure, do not forget to 
bring some of the blood of the Lamb in a vessel, 
with a bunch of hyssop, for some among us long 
to feel the bléssing’ of a purged cenecience, by 
having it sprinkled therewith. Also some bread 
that came down from heaven, or manna out of 
the golden pot ; and tell the household that the 
corn of which it was made was bruised for their 
iniquities. 

Some strong meat bring with thee, such as 
eternal election, and predestination ; everlasting, 
unchangeable love ; endless mercy ; irresistible, 
free, and sovereign grace ; unconditional pro- 
mises : omnipotent strength ; the immutable oath 
of Jehovah ; final perseverance ; and an eternal 
weight of glory at last ; for we have some grow- 
ing young men, who require strong meat ; be- 
cause by reason of use, they have their senses 
exercised to discern between good and evil. You 
may also bring some milk ; but let it be sincere ; 
for we have some new-born babes who can live 
on nothing else ; but we do not require much ; 
for ‘ he that useth milk is unskilful in the word.’ 
Bring as much as you mn of the good eld wine of 
the kingdom, wrung out in the wine-préss of the 
wrath of Almighty God ; do not let it be mixed 
with water, this being too weak for those that are 
ready to perish, and for others who are almost 
fainting, and ready to halt: 

We must likewise have a repast of fruit; let a 
bunch of ripe grapes be brought out of the prom- 
ised land ; forthe sight of it will encourage the 
poor seeking souls that are still in the wilderness 
of Sinai, and within the sound of its dreadful 
thunderings and tempest. Bring some apples 
from the Tree of Life ; for some are saying, ‘Com- 
fort me with apples |’ ‘ Words fitly spoken are 
like apples,’ &c. With other kinds of fruit do 
not fail to bring some pomegranates from he- 
tween our spiritual Aaron’s melodious bells : it is 
a sweet and savory fruit, and very strengthening. 
‘ Strengthen the weak hands,’ &c. 

You must bring some water, out of the Rock 
of Ages, even the water of life, clear as crystal ; 
do not fuil in this, for we find this water exceed- 
ingly salutary ; when parching with heat it cool- 
eth us; when our tongues fail for thirst it re- 
fresheth us, and sweetly allays that inordinate 
thirst after what this world calls good and great 
—such as honors, grandeur, fashions, customs, ap- 
plause, and a good name. 

Bring, likewise, some oil that flows from the 
true olive-tree, to furnish our lamps; and an 
alabaster box of ointment, very precious, or the 
‘ unction from the Holy One ;’ for we have some 
in the house weak-eyed, and this ointment, when 
applied, will enable such to look out of obscurity 
and darkness. ‘I counsel thee to buy of me eye- 
calve,’ &c. 

Bring some balm of Gilead from the Tree of 
Life : for some are wounded so deeply that no- 
thing but this precious medicine will heal them ! 
O may the great Physician be present to heal.— 
‘I wound and tna You may bring some 
purging draughts with you ; for some are dis- 
ordered by eating of forbidden fruit from a twee 
called Self. ‘Purge out the old leaven.’ 

As we have several noiorious villains that in- 


occupies my time. We-feel it a rather peculiar 
and aes aaa dispensation of Providence, 


troop, or leap over a wall. 

Likewise, bring many way-marks, to direct 
such as are following after holiness, such as the 
footsteps of the flocks ; the patience of the saints; 
the commandments and example of the Saviour; 
‘that whatsoever things are true, whatsoever 
things are honest,’ &c. Bring some crowns for 
conquerors, especially those of loving kindness 
and tender mercy, and He whom you receive 
them from shall have them again: ‘ They cast 
their crowns at His feet.’ 

Bring some instruments of music, such as the 
great jubilee trumpet ; for we have bond-servants, 
and insolvent debtors, who are longing for the 
year of release, and to have their feet setin a 
large room. 

Bring, likewise, the silver trumpet, for the call- 
ing together the assembly to the feast of fat, 
things—the marriage-supper of the Lamb. Oh! | 
may they come who are ready to perish. And | 
bring another trumpet, to sound an alarm in God's 
holy mountain, to warn of approaching danger: 
and do not fail to bring the trumpets of ram’s-horn 
—these, blown in fuith, are sufficient to overthrow 
the impregnable walls of mystical Jericho. 
Moreover bring a golden harp, not hung upon 
the willows, but sweetly strung and set in tune 
to praise redeémitg love. Dv uvt forget to bring 
with your music some good spiritual songs, love- 
songs, composed by our spiritual Solomon ; for 
we have some poor widows, who have given up 
all hopes from the dead husband (the law) and 
long to be married to another, even Jesus, the 
chiefest among ten thousand, and altogether love- 


ly. 
_ to bring aron’s rod that budded 
and beareth almonds ; it springeth from the stem 
of Jesse, and its precious fruit is sweet to our 
taste, and exhaling to our spirits : besides, it is 
by this rod that all the waters of tribulation are 
parted hither and thither, while the ransomed of 
the Lord pass over. ; 
Likewise, bring a golden censer and frankin- 
cense, with a live coal from off the altar ; for that 
will scatter an odoriferous smell around us: ‘ We 
are unto God a sweet savor of Christ.’ 
Bring a scourge, not of scorpions, but of small 
cords ; for, no doubt, you will find some buyers 
and sellers in the temple ; ‘ Warn the unruly.’— 
Bring a pair of snuffers with you ; for some of 
our lamps burn very dimly. ‘ Rebuke them sharp- 
ly ’ but besure to take care how you use them ; 
for you may snuff a candle too closely, and then 
it will burn more faintly than before, and it is 
some time before it recovers again : ‘ The servant 
of the Lord must be gentle.’ 
By no means bring an extinguisher ; there was 
no such thing used in the temple. May you be 
able to use knowledge clearly, building up the 
saints in their most holy faith. You may like- 
wise bring the two tables of stone, provided you 
bring them in the ark ; there alone they are 
magnified and honored, and we cannot stand in 
the face of their demands any where else : ‘ Christ 
is the end of the law for righteousness,’ &c.— 
‘Thy law (saith the Redeemer) is within my 
heart.’ 
Lastly, do not fail to bring the parchments, con- 
taining the ancient records of God's eternal pur- 
poses and counsels—also, the precious legacies of 
our dear testator, Jesus : for there are those who 
are very desirous to know whether their names 
are written in the Lamb’s book of life ; and are 
longing to receive those durable riches and right- 
eousness promised to every legatee : I will 
cause them that love me to inherit substance. ‘ 
There are many other things we have to write 
for ; but must ae conclude, and shall only add, 
that as you will find these various articles too 
much for you to bear, may Ane be enabled to 
put them on the shoulders of Him whose name is 
Wonderful, and who hath told you to cast your 
burdens upon Him, and he will sustain you. 
Be sure you invite Him to come with you, for 
without Him you can do nothing. You need not 
be afraid to trust all with Him ; for all the fulness 
of the Godhead dwelis bodily in Him. _

{Such must have been the experience of the re- 


turning prodigal, when his father fell on his neck 
and kissed him. Then God is to his people “as 
rivers of water in a dry place.” ‘The disciples 
were glad when they saw the Lord, Paul and 
Silas were full of holy joy in the jail, because 
the Spirit and presence of God was with them. 

But the similitude of rain is introduced to rep- 
resent how fruitful is the presence of God. The 
former rain prepared the ground for the seed, and 
caused it to vegetate; and the !atter rain caused 
it to grow and fill» and so prepared it for the sic- 
kle. So shall the grace of God be to the soul ; 
it shall come “like rain upon the grass, and as 
showers that water the earth.” The love of 
Christ shall make the soul like the desert, to 
“blossom as the rose.” Thus it shall render 
them fruitful in the knowledge of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. This we suppose to be implied by the 
promise, ‘ He shall come unto us as the rain, the 
latter and former rain upon the earth.’ 

This blessing, however, is promised to those 
who follow on to know the Lord. Nor ought 
any persons to expect these refreshing seasons 
from the presence of the Lord, while they are 
living in the neglect of religion. If they suffer 
themselves to be distracted with worldly cares 
and pleasures, to the neglect of the one thing 
needful, their attainments in joy and holiness 
will be small in comparison. But if, lik. Paul, 
they count all things but loss for the sake of him, 
they will find their path as the shining light, 
“which shineth more and more unto the perfect 


day.” 


Pray For THE Saiton.—We may all recollect 
the interesting story of the two boys who were 
in a small vessel exposed to imminent danger, by 
a violent storm on the coast of England. It was 
the hour when prayer-meetings for seamen were 
held in London. One boy encouraged his trem- 
bling and affrighted companion—by this fact— 
saying repeatedly—“ JJon’t be afraid, they are 
praying for us ou shore.” Let us, orethren, cul- 
livate such a spirit of prayer for seamen—that 
this consoling reflection may ever be present to 
their minds. Let all our sailors feel, when the 
Sabbath comes, whether it open upon them in 
storm or in calm, that they are remeubered in 
the house of prayer; and when morning and 
evening-tide come, and the fire burns on the fam- 
ily altar, that they are borne on the supplications 
of the domestic circle to God. Whenever and 
wherever temptations may meet them—when on 
the lonely wreck, when the last plank fails them, 
and with a single prayer they commit themselves 
to God, in a word, in all the changes and trials 
of their wearisome wandering, let them feel that 
by us they are not forgotten. In all the perils of 
the sea, when their hearts fail them from fear, 
and they turn an anxious eye to the home and 
friends far away, let them be nerved with strong- 
er faith, and cheered with brighter hope, while, 
atid the roaring of the tempest and the raging 
of the deep, they whisper one to another, “ They 
are praying for us on shore.”

GRUMBLING. 

Mr. was certainly endued with the fac. 
ulty of receiving happiness from things which to 
many would have been a source of extreme dis- 
quiet. “I was,” said he, “ exceedingly fortu. 
nate in mv marriage. My wife takes the whole 
business of grumbling upon herself, freeing me 
as entirely from that trouble as if there were 
nothing in the world to find fault with. I have 
never any fear that a due share will not be given 
to every thing that deserves it.” ‘To be sure he 
himself did not always steer clear of difficulties, 
but then he laughed himself out of many a one, 
where others would have stuck fast. His good 
wife not unfrequently let loose her tongue upon 
him, but he looked upon this only as evidence 
that every body, and every thing else, were as 
they should be, and he was happy in the thought 
that there were no other evils about which de. 
manded her attention. 

Of all employments, few are more unprofita- 
ble than grumbling. The object of scolding is 
to c@rrect some evil, real or fancied. It is ad- 
dregsed to the person supposed to be in fault.— 
But grumbling is the expression of dissatisfaction 
or discontent with the conduct of persons, or the 
state of things. Itis ua ventirg of evil feelings 
where the expression of them answers no good 
purpose, aad is not intended to produce any ef. 
fect. The grumbler sits down in his own chim- 
ney corner, or in the midst of a circle of friends, 
and utters complaints to those who are not the 
objects of his complaint. Wher the practice be- 
comes habitual, and he is ever looking for some- 
thing to find fault with, he becomes a perfect 
bore to his acquaintance. 

l have known church members who are ever 
uttering some complaint about their minister, or 
brethren, or the congregation. A stranger would 
suppose from their complaints, that every thing 
was wrong. Yet they take no means to correct 
the evils of which they complain; they seem to 
feel that their duty is discharged by grumbling. 
I have seen ministers do the like, constantly com- 
plaining of their congregations, instead of open- 
ly luboring to rectify what they supposed to be 
wrong. In very many of these cases, a candid 
inquiry into the matter would set every thing 
right, and, in others, a frank admonition and 
kindness would do away all cause of complaint. 
But this grumbling often produces, and still often. 
er aggravates the difficulty. The habit unfits a 
person for the agreeable and profitable discharge 
of all the duties of a minister, a Christian, and a 
neighbor. It becomes a morbid disease of the 
mind, banishing every thing cheerful, and fret. 
ting and chafing it with petty ills. 

There is no profit in this. The professional 
man may grumble about the neglect of his mer- 
its, and fret at his want of clients or patients. 
But men will never go to law nor become sick to 
keep him quiet, and when these misfortunes, law 
or sickness, come upon them, a grumbler is the 
last man whom they will be disposed to consult.

TIGHT LACING IN TRE INTERIOR OF AFRICA.— 
It appears that this species of bodily torture is 
not confined entirely to civilized nations, but is 
common among the ignorant and squalid apolo- 
gies for humanity who inhabit the southwestern 
region of the land of roaring lions, hungry hye. 
fas, raging rhinoceroses, barbarous baboons, and 
putrescent polecats. The African Venuses, how- 
ever, have not yet attained to that high degree of 
refinement which enables them to undergo the 
most excruciating bodily suffering, for the sake 
of improving the appearance of the fornis with 
which Nature has endowed them.
